Every schoolboy knows that Holbein 
used black and red chalks known as 
sanguin, and you can buy the same 
stuff today under the style of 

‘conté à Paris.“ There wouldn't 
be much of poor Holbein's charcoal 
left to-day—if he had been fool 
enough to use the stuff. I use it 
myself, of course, but only in the 
Armstrong Siddeley. 

Religious pietures, another 
man says, most often fail to be 
religious ón of some defect in 
the artist's work. Quite so, But 
if pictures fail to be religious, ‘are 
they religious pictures? If there be 
defects in the work, is he then an 
artist? 

Quite frankly much of this book 
is disquieting; there are deplorable 
things in it and there seems to be 
no alternative but to examine it in 
detail for the next three or four 
weeks. When one meets within the 
pages of one book so many honest 
souls who are anxious to explain 
to one what art is, it is not sufficient 
to be resentful; it is necessary to 
be patiently and carefully violent.
